THE WILLIAMSTOWN 
STATE ELECTORATE | 


From the beginning of 
government in Victoria there has always been 
a Williamstown Electorate. Like others the 
composition of the area has changed from 
time to time due to the shifts of population. 


When the quota for an 
electorate was much smaller 
than required to-day, most 
municipalities of city status 
had sufficient voters to make 
up an electorate. So for years, 
Williamstown and a part of 
Yarraville easily made up 
the number. In 1958 a radical 
change took place and a 
large part of Williamstown

a part of South Melbourne to 
comprise Williamstown.

In 1961, another change 
took place. Yarraville was 
eliminated and’ Williamstown 
re-constructed to comprise 
the whole of the city along 
with a large part of the City 
of Altona and a small portion 
of the City of Footscray 
(South Kingsville area). 

The same perimeter re- 
mains for the coming election 
the only small change being a 
new sub-division (Newport 
West).
